bureau provided for In' tho bill in 
troduced in the senate and house b' 
Messrs. Flint of California and Par- 
sons of New York respectively. Happy 
'augury for the future of the federal 
children's bureau is found in tho fact j 
that Its sponsors in the national lesis- , 
latura hall from two sections of the' 
country so far apart as the Atlanti 
and the Pacific coaets. 


While the work of the children's bu 


roau Is to be purely statistical, devote1 
to the gathering of figures showing th 
conditions surrounding the country", 
little ones, small donbt is expressec 
that It will widen Its sphere of activity 
in harmony and conjunction with tho 
various agencies, state and municipal 
which now lobfc after tho welfare of thti 
child. Tho establiflh'tnent of tho bu- 
reau has 'been urged strongiy by the

tion, the Now York society, are state 
bodies, with charters granted by the 
various legislatures. They declare that 
the effective work they havn done in 
the past In' tho matter of child rescue- 
is an earnest of its successful contin- 
uation in tho future without federal in- 


torference. 
They profess to fear the 


effects of centralization. 
Value of Statistical Information. 


Asserting that tho work outlined for 


tho bureau is purely statistical, at nny 
rate for tho present, tho supporters of 
the bureau, among whom aro numbered 
many of tho most famous sociological 
workers In the United States, declare 
that it will interfere in nowise with the 
usefulness of the state and city so- 
cieties. 
They point to tho fnot that 


hero never lias been anywhere in the 
Jnited States a central bureau ot In- 
ormatlon about children to which la- 
xirors in this field could turn tor facts 


d figures in furtherance of their 


work. Statistics relating to child la- 
jor, child delinquency, child mortality, 
tc., arc now to ho collected and col- 
atod and made available for com- 
parison and use.

Not alone In the cities where the 


hordes of foreigners congregate and 
the living conditions of many children 
aro Inconceivably bad, but also In the 
country,- there is need for the work of 
a federal children's bureau. Dr. Charles 
P. Neill, United States commissioner 
of labor, has met witil severe criticism 
of late for his vigorous denunciation of 
the conditions among the'children in 
the cotton growing and cotton spinning 
regions of tho south. It Is asserted 
that he has exaggerated the badness of 


'Our government is fully alive to the I the conditions and that the children at 


mportnnce of giving out the fullest I work In tho mills aro better off than 


those on poor, rundown farms, where 
they cannot acquire habits of industry 
and frugality. 
Whether Dr. Nell! has 


proved his case that the children of 
the mills are shamefully overworked, 
deprived of their birthright of happy, 
joyous childhood and stunted mental- 
ly, morally and physically or whether 
his critics are in the right is one of 
the matters.on which the federal chil- 
dren's bureau 
IB expected to throw 


light. Educational statistics are avail- 
able now, as their collection is part of 
the function of the federal bureau of 
education. But national figures relat- 
ing to tho lives of the children in othor 
respects thon education are lacking 
and will remain lacking until the bu- 
reau publishes tho fruit of its first la- 
bors. 


It is only within the past three dec- 


ades that a consciousness of respon- 
sibility for children haa manifested it- 
self in tho American-public mind. Be- 
fore that time they were regarded as 
individual assets or liabilities, to be 
disposed of according to the ideas and 
aspirations of their Individual "own- 
ers." 
With the awakening of the pub- 


lic to a realization of the facts that 
the children of today are tho men and 
women of tomorrow and that human 
life Is greater than any of the things 


which contribute to it came the dawn 
of a'better clay for the little ones. 
The Case of Mary Ellen. 


The first organized movement for the 


protection and care of children—the 
first in the world as well as in Amorl- 
ca—was the establishment of the New 
Tork Society For the Protection o£ 
Children in 1S74. This great and noble 
work was started by an apparently In- 
significant incident. A charity worker 
in New Tork, visiting a dying woman, 
was asked to rescue a helpless little 
girl from a cruel stepmother who was 
torturing her dally. Atter unsuccess- 
ful appeals to the police for aid the 
charity worker went to that groat 
friend of dumb animals, Henry Bergh. 
Mr. Bergh and his counsel, Elbrldge T, 
Gerry, successfully-prosecuted the case, 
sent the cruel stepmother to prison 
and rescued the girl, Mary Ellen. The

On the eame wall hangs a photo- 


graph of the "inspiration," written by 
Henry Bcrgh, evoked by Mary Ellen's 
case.

Opponents of the short ballot con- 


tend that it means perilous concentra- 
tion of power and the granting of larso 
appointive powers to a few men: that 
it therefore endangers the principle of 
popular government; that no practi- 
cable bound can be set to the possibility 
of corrupting a small body of elected 
officials, whereas bribery of a largo 
number is difficult nnd more easy to 
detect: that no small body of elected 
offlcinls enn be- relied upon to exercise 
wisdom and care In appointing ;ill the 
men needed to conduct the multifarious 
business of a large state or immlcipal- 
ity. 


Other opponents suggest thnt it Is 


undemocratic, to which the short bal- 
lotcrs reply that It Is tho long ballot 
that is undemocratic, because It Is so 
elaborate that it practically disfran- 
chises everybody except the politicians. 
The short ballot, they insist. Is not 
only democratic, but It Is the only plan 
of election that Is really democratic.

Princeton university, is nt the head oC 
the short hnuot movement, and it has 
been Indorsed hy Governor Hughes of 
New York.

New York's Splendid Public Library Completed 


OSS to New York of a long stand- 


ing cynical jest and gain of a 
splendid building mark the 
bringing 
to 
completion 
by 


May 1 of the new public library of the 
metropolis. 
For 
several years the 


actual use of the library has seemed to 
New Yorkers something to be classed 
with an event liku the coining of the 
millennium or the installation of satis- 
factory service on the city's transpor- 
tation lines—an event to be wished lor 
devoutly, but hardly. to be expected 
within the lifetime of the present gen- 
eration. It was a very pleasant surprise 
for the citizens of New York when it 
was announced that there was a possi- 
bility of setting u. date for the dedica- 
tion of the library. 


In roaiily, however, the scorning de- 


placed In position. The slightest flaw 
was enough to cause rejection. 


New York met the question of hous- 


ing its great public library in no nig- 
gardly spirit. 
The edifice represents 


an expenditure of no less than $10,- 
000,000, exclusive of the value of the 
site. 
It stands on the west side of 


Fifth avenue, between Fortieth and 
Forty-second street, the place formerly 
occupied by a reservoir. 


When the new library and all its 


rooms are thrown open to the public 
it will be found to house one of the 
greatest collection of books in the 
world. The number of volumes prob- 
ably will reach 1,000,000. The collec- 
tion will r.omprise the books now con- 
tt'.inod in the Astor and JLenox libraries 
and those purchased with the money 


length by 246 feet in depth, inclosing 
two interior courts. 
The library ol 


congress is 470 feet in length and 34C 
feet In depth, inclosing four interloi 
courts and a central rotunda covered 
by a dome. 
The Boston Public li- 


brary is 228 feet long and 225 feel 
deep, with a central court. 


Every modern feature of library con- 


struction 
Is embodied In the 
new 


building. 
Its total book capacity is 


4,500,000 volumes. 
The main reading 


room provides seats for about 1,000 
persons, three times as many as the 
seating capacity of the famous read- 
ing room of the British ^museum. There 
are in addition about thirty other read- 
ing rooms. 


The library is very easy of access

Tho Case of Mary Ellen.

that It will interfere In nowise with the 
usefulnons of tho state and city so- 
cieties. 
They point to the fact that 


:here never lias been anywhere In the 
United Slates a central bureau of in- 
formation about children to which lu- 
borora In this field could turn for facts 
and figures in furtherance of their 
work. 
Statistics relating to child la- 


bor, child delinquency, chiia mortality 
etc., are now to be collected and col- 
lated and made available for com- 
parison and use. 


Tho basis of modern philanthropy la 


flgTiros. Without accurate information, 
say the mon and women, amateur and 
professional, who devote themselves to 
he good of others, little can be done. 
Tho first atop, therefore, in tho cam-, 
aign for tho uplifting of the country's 
hildron Is tho assembling of statistics 
bout them. 


'Our government ia fully alive to tho 


mportance oi! giving out the fullest 


aJid most minute details about com- 
mercial and material things," said tho 
late Thomas F. 'Walsh, head of tho 
Colorado Humane society and one of 
the advocates of a federal children's 
bureau. 
"Corn, pigs and other com- 


modities

watched over with parental care, but 
no time or money is given to the child 
crop of the country. Viewed from any 
standpoint, the protective care and 
bringing up of the children and the 
building up of the best citizenship pos- 
yible is the most snored duty, of our 
governments and our people, and In 
this great work our national govern- 
ment should take a parental load." 
Will Investigate Mill Child Labor. 


Not alone In tho cities where tho 


hordes of foreigners congregate and 
the living conditions of many children 
are inconceivably bad, but also in the 
country, there is need for the work of 
a federal children's bureau! 'Dr. Charles 
P. Nelil, Unitor] states commissioner 
of labor, has met with severe criticism 
of late for liia vigorous denunciation of 
:he conditions among the children In 
the cotton growing and cotton spinning 
regions of the south. It is asserted 
that ho has exaggerated the badness of 
ho conditions and that the children at 
vork In tho mills are better off than 


those on poor,'.rundown farms, where 
they cannot acquire habits of industry 
and frugality. 
Whether Dr. Neill has 


proved his case that the children of 
the mills are shamefully overworked, 
deprived of their birthright of happy, 
joyous childhood and atunted mental- 
ly, morally and physically or whether 
his critics are in the right is one of 
the matters on which the federal chil- 
dren's bureau ia expected to throw 
light. Educational statistics are avail- 
able now, na their collection is part of 
the function of the federal bureau of 
education. But national figures relat- 
ing to the lives of the children in other 
respects than education are lacking 
and will remain lacking until the bu- 
reau publishes the fruit of its first la- 
bors. 


It is only within the past three dec- 


ades that a consciousness of respon- 
sibility for children haa manifested it- 
self In the American public mind. Be- 
fore that time they were regarded aa 
individual' assets or liabilities, to be 
disposed of according to tho ideas and 
UBpirntionfl of their individual ''own- 
ers." With tho awakening of the pub- 
lic to a realization of 'the facts that 
the children of today are the men and 
women of tomorrow and that human 
Ifo Is greater than any of the things 


which contribute to it came the dawn 
of a better day for the little ones. 
Tho Case of Mary Ellen. 


The first organized movement for the 


protection and care of children—the 
first in the world as well as in Ameri- 
ca—was the establishment o£ the New 
York Society For the Protection of 
Children in 1874. This great nnd noble 
work was started by an apparently in- 
significant Incident. A charity worker 
in New York, visiting a flying woman, 
was asked to rescue a helpless little 
girl from a cruel stepmother who was 
torturing her daily. After unsuccess- 
ful appeals to the polk* for aid tho 
charity worker went to that great 
friend of dumb animals, Henry Borgh, 
Mr. Bergh and his counsel, Elbrldge T. 
Gerry, successfully prosecuted the case, 
sent the cruel stepmother, to prison 
and rescued the girl, Mo.ry Ellen. Tho 
latter la now the wife of a well to do 
farmer In New York state and the 
mother of a large family. 


In one of the rooms of tho society's 


eight story building at Twonty-thlrd 
street and Fourth avenue, Now York, 
.a a picture of Mary Ellen, ahowtng 
•jer pitiable condition when she was 
rescued, and the shears with which the 
cruel woman beat and cut her. There

is also a picture of tho little girl taken, 
shortly after her rescue. 


On the same wall hangs a photo- 


graph of tho "Inspiration," written by 
iienry Bergh, evoked by Mary Ellen's 
case. It reads an follows:. "The unfler- 
nlgned, desirous of rescuing the un- 
protected children of this city and 
state from the cruelty and demorali- 
zation which neglect and abandonment 
engender, hereby engage to aid with 
thefr sympathy and support the or- 
ganization and working of a children's 
protective society having in view tho 
realization of so Important a purpose." 
It is'^signed by Henry Borgh, Elbridgo- 
T. Gerry and John D. Wright. 
Recommended by Roosevelt. 


The measure providing for tho es- 


tablishment of a federal children's bu- 
reau places It under the supervision of 
the department of commerce and labor. 
Its commissioner will receive a salary 
of $4,000 a year, and his two assistants 
are to have $2.000 each. 
Clerical aid 


also Is provided for. 


The establishment of the bureau was 


recommended to congress by President 
Hooscvelt in a special message on Fob. 
15, 190D, seventeen days before, he re- 
tired from office. 
The former presi- 


dent has repeatedly expressed his In- 
terest in the welfare of the nation's 
children, and In this he is heartily sec- 
onded by President Taft. The bill pro- 
viding for the bureau may be said to 
be in part the outgrowth of the con- 


ference on the care of dependent chil- 
dren held In Washington Jan. 25 and 
2$, 1909,.in which delegates from many 
childre'n'B societies ana sociologists ."of 
note from all parts of the country par- 
ticipated. 


During the last days of June and the 


early part of July of the present yea* 
the second gieneral meeting of the na- 
tional child conference for research 
and welfare will be held at Worcester, 
Mass. The conference had Its birth at 
Worcester last year. It alms to be a. 
central clearing house for Information 
and for definite action looking to the 
welfare of children In all departments 
of life. If Is expected that tha leaders 
of the conference will approve heartily 
of the establishment of a federal bu- 
reau to do officially' what they have 
been aiming to do unofficially. 
The 


president of the conference IB G. Stan- 
ley Hall, who la also, president of 
Clark university. There are. ton vice 
presidents. 
They are Judge Ben B. 


Ijlndsey, the famous Denver "children's 
friend" 
and advocate of children's 


courts; Dr. C. W. Stllea, the "hook- 
worm fighter;" Mlas Patty S. Hill of 
Teachers' college, New York; Hastings 
H. Hart of the Sage foundation, Mrs. 
Theodore Rooaevelt, Professor Irving - 
Fisher of Yalevimlverstty, famous for 
his advocacy of tho conservation of 
health and personal efficiency; Glftord 
Plnchot, president of the National 
Conservation association; Jacob A. 
Riis. whom President Roosevelt called 
"America's most useful citizen;" Mrs. 
Emmone Blaine, founder of tho school 
of education of the University of Chi- 
cago, and Mrs. Robert M. La Follette, 
wlfo of the Wisconsin senator. 


"Tho time has come," rune a resolu- 


tion .adopted- by tho conference laet 
year, "when all efforts for the ame- 
lioration of the conditions of childhood 
of a charitable and philanthropic na- 
ture should be based upon and so far 
as practicable guided by the results ot 
scientific child study and that only 
thus may the various lines be given a 
more scientific and workers a more 
professional character." 


Tho same Idea underlies the estab- 
Ishment of the federal children's bu- 
eau, and the same arguments were 
used to convince tho national legisla- 
tors of its need.

New Yorkers something to be classed 
with an event like the coming of the 
millennium or the installation of satis- 
factory service on the city's transpor- 
tation lines—an event to be wished tor 
devoutly, but hardly to be expected 
within the lifetime of the present gen- 
eration. It was a very pleasant surprise 
for the citizens of New York when it 
™as announced that there was a. possi- 
bility of setting a date for the dedica- 
tion of the library.

placed in pooitlon. Tho slightest flaw 
was enough to cause rejection. 


New York met the question of hous- 


ing its great public library in no nig- 
gardly spirit. 
Tbe edifice represents 


an expenditure of no less than $10,- 
000,000, exclusive of the value of the 
site. 
It stands on the west side of 


Fifth avenue, between Fortieth and 
Forty-sccon'd street, the place formerly 
occupied by a reservoir. 


When the new library and all its 


rooniB arc thrown open to the public 
It will be found to house one of the 
greatest collection of books in the 
world. The number of volumes prob- 
ably will reach 1,000,000. The collec- 
tion will comprise the books now con- 
tained in the Astor and Lenox libraries 
and those purchased with tho money

Wheat and rye should be usod spar- 


ingly as feed for horses. If fed alon 
look out for founder or digestive ill 
They should always be ground and fed 
mixed with other grains, but then on 
in small proportions. 


Bran is useful as a mixture with 


other feeds, not so much as a regular 
feed, but -to constitute a change, 
*" 


being mixed with other grains. It ._ 
particularly valuable given as a warm 
mash, but always feed it in a swee1 
condition. 
Corn and meal are not to be constcl 


ered as a regular or exclusive feed, for 
horses. 
Corn on the cob is frequentlj 


fed to young horses with lampas. Old 
corn should be soaked in clean, 
cole 


water for half a day, or it should be 
cracked and fed with oats. Oats and 
corn make a good feed for heavy, hard 
worked horses. Care should be exer- 
cised in feeding corn to a horse not 
accustomed to it. small quantities onlj 
at first, or Indigestion will follow. . 


Linseed meal is often ' used 
with 
other food, and where a laxative con- 
dition is desired, it is very desirable 
A little in the water makes an excel- 
lent drink in inflamed conditions of di- 
gestive and urinary organs. 


Potatoes, boiled, are a good root to 


feed occasionally. Beets are not much 
used for horses, while carrots make the 
best ration, especially during sickness, 
they act on the appetite, and act in ;a 
wonderful manner on the bowels, kid- 
neys and urinary organs. 


Grass, of course, is nature's feed for 


horses, but only when the horse Is idle 
will grass sustain his strength.

must have grain when in harness, but 
there is a great good to the horse 
when he ran have access for a week 
or more to a good rest and feed oi 
grass. 


Referring to liny, Timothy gives the 


best returns and If cut when fed It 
will pay for the trouble. Musty or bad 
lay should never be used for 
feed 


Clover hay is too rich, often causes 
ndigestlon and a continuous use of it 
tends to heaves.

Jennings Bryan commented last night

Hughes as associate justice of the su- 
pr'eme court of the United States, in 
part, as follows: 


"The 
appointment 
of 
Governor 


Hughes to the supreme court will be 
regarded by many as a popular ap- 
pointment. He has been put forward 
as a reformer, and seems to be con- 
sidered one by a great 
many 
good 


people, but his reputation as a reform- 


rests! upon a 
few 
official 
acts 


which show him opposed to 
grafting 


arid to the individual vices. 
But no 


one, 
who will examine his record, can 


doubt that he is in close 
sympathy 


with the exploiting corporations. 


"Jt will be remembered that ho ve- 


toed the bill for the reduction of rail- 
road rates after a New York legisla- 
ture, and a republican legislature, at 
that, had passed the reduction bill. 


"He Is understood to be a close per- 


sonal friend of Rockefeller, and 
the 


published reports show that the trust 
magnates hav.e contributed liberally to 
his campaign. funds. 


"It will be remembpred also that he 


was the first prominent man to oppose 
tfie income tax 
and 
his opposition 


came after Mr. Rockefeller had 
an- 


nounced hostility to the 
income 
tax 


amendment. 


"Governor Hughes 
exemplified 
the 


Individual virtues and 
naturally 
de- 


mands honesty in the - public service, 
but he is a shining illustration of that 
peculiar type of citizen developed in 
this country during the present gener- 
ation—the citizen who personally op-
